It was attended by the heads of all 
of the departments of the welfare com- 
mission, the heads of all of Tilinois’ 
corrective and penal institutions, and 
the physicians who for the last ten 
months have been making a survey 
the 900 young men held in the Pontiac 
institution. 

As a preliminary to the adoption of 
the plan, the institutions at Joliet, 
Chester, St. Charies and Geneva are to 
undergo the same test that has been 
made at Pontiac. | 


Tells of Test. 

“ When'we began,” said Dr. Herman 
M. Adler, state criminologist, who start- 
ed the physicians on their work at the 
reformatory,. “it was the general be- 
lief that the young men sent to Pon- 
tiac were for the most part, feeble 
minded. We have made the astonish- 
ing discovery that they are above the 
average intelligence, and that the re- 
peaters are even brighter than the 
rest. The forgets, burglars, and rob- 
bers grade highest, mentally. The per- 
centage of feeble minded jin the insti- 
tution is even smaller than it was 
among men examined for army service. | 

“We are going to ask the legisia-' 
ture to provide for a custodial institu- 
tion to which criminals can be sent for 
an indeterminate sentence.
